habilitation facilities for Arkansas 
juvenile delinquents, and at

rame time save the state $100,000 
a year, will be offered to the 60th 
General Assembly next week. 


A bill to ?ombine the four cor- 


rectional schools now operated by 
the state into a single unit will 
be introduced by Sens. Marshall 
Shackleford 
of 
El 
Dorado and 


Artie Gregory of Little Rock. 


The 
proposed 
measure would 


abolish the boards of trustees of 
the four present industrial schools, 
and substitute a single board to 
perating tne 
new establishment. 


"This bill will reduce the annual 


operating costs of our correctional 
schools about $10C,000 a year, 
to 


£,ay nothing of cutting down the 
amount of money required for con- 
ft-rtictton of new facilities," said 
Shackleford. 


Gregory pointed out that the four 


school have asked this year for 
n total annual appropriation 
of 


$354,976, plus an additional $587,- 
DOO for construction of new build- 
ings. 


'Let me add thta $587,000 won't 


come anywhere doss to meeting 
Ihe construction needs of all four 
schools," said Gregory. "A quar- 
,er of a million dollars is needed 
for tne Negro girls' scnool at Far- 
;o alone." 


"Under our bill, we would lay 


out $612,000 for construction of the 
new buildings which would be re- 
quired 
in a consolidation ol 


'our schools But after she spent 
.hat money we'd be through build- 
ng, and need only funds for main- 
tenance." 


Shackleford called the 
bill 
a 


"long-range plan" but addod that. 
•I believe that within six to eight 
/ears 
we could have it run- 


n'ng like a top." 


Both senators argued that the 


consolidation would have the ef- 
fect 
of providing better 
living 


quarters for the young inmates; 
better rehabilitalion facilities; and 
a more economical operation. 


Under the senatois' bill, 
hte

A bill to ?ombine the four cor- 


rectional schools now operated by 
the state into a single unit will 
be introduced by Sens. Marshall 
Shackleford 
of 
El 
Dorado and 


Artie Gregory of Little Rock. 


The 
proposed 
measure would 


abolish the boards of trustees of 
the four present industrial schools, 
and substitute a single board to 
perating tne 
new establishment. 


"This bill will reduce the annual 


operating costs of our correctional 
schools about $10C,000 a year, 
to 


£,ay nothing of cutting down the 
amount of money required for con- 
ft-rtictton of new facilities," said 
Shackleford. 


Gregory pointed out that the four 


school have asked this year for 
n total annual appropriation 
of 


$354,976, plus an additional $587,- 
DOO for construction of new build- 
ings. 


'Let me add thta $587,000 won't 


come anywhere doss to meeting 
Ihe construction needs of all four 
schools," said Gregory. "A quar- 
,er of a million dollars is needed 
for tne Negro girls' scnool at Far- 
;o alone." 


"Under our bill, we would lay 


out $612,000 for construction of the 
new buildings which would be re- 
quired 
in a consolidation ol 


'our schools But after she spent 
.hat money we'd be through build- 
ng, and need only funds for main- 
tenance."

£,ay nothing of cutting down the 
amount of money required for con- 
ft-rtictton of new facilities," said 
Shackleford.

£,ay nothing of cutting down the 
amount of money required for con- 
ft-rtictton of new facilities," said 
Shackleford. 


Gregory pointed out that the four 


school have asked this year for 
n total annual appropriation

'Let me add thta $587,000 won't 


come anywhere doss to meeting 
Ihe construction needs of all four 
schools," said Gregory. "A quar-

In general 
it recommended extension of the
